THE SITUATION IN THE YELLOW FEVER 
DISTRIOT IMPROVING. 


Only Mine New Cases and One Death at 
Jacksonville, Fia., To-Day—WVesterday’s 
Record—No Fever at Memphis, Tenn. — 
The Prospects Better at Jacksen, Miss.— 
An Appeal for the Safferers. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. , September 26.—The ele- 
ments seemed to have caught the gloomy feel- 
ing which prevaiis here, as all yesterday was 
as cheeriess and miserable a day as could well 
be imagined. After a night of slow, steady 
rain, the day opened foggy and damp, with- 
out a ray of sunshine to lighten the gloom. 
The effect on the sick is piainly perceptible 
and their little remaining energy is being 
sapped away by the damp, penetrating at- 
mosphere. The doctors and nurses, stimu- 
lated by the excitement of unrelaxing work, 
make every effort to cheer and encour- 
age the patients with but Iittle suc- 
cess. The negroes especially are hopeless. 
They see others taken down daily on all 
sides and see no loophole of escape for them- 
selves. Even the well ones will mope and 
pray all day long, and cannot be even per- 
suaded to go to the suppply depots for food. 
Little groups assemble at the houses of re- 
ligiously tuolined elders, and, after talking 
themselves into a fever of excitement, will 
join together and offer up an incoherent, wail- 
ing prayer for delivery from the plague. 
There are only a few of the colored people 
here who seem to take the right view of the 
situation, and they make strong but fruitless 
efforts to cheer up their fear-stricken broth- 
ers.

Better Prospects at Jackson. 


Jackson, Miss., September %.—The pros- 
pects here are much brighter than they were. 
The sun was bright and cheering, and the 
weather neither too hot nor too cool for com- 
fort. Only three persons are dangerously in 
and in the last forty-eight hours there have 
deen no new cases and no deaths reported. 

The three mall carriers, Garland, French 
and Smith, have finished their count of all the 
people remaining within the quarantize, 
which is given as 427 white and1,798 colored. 
Of all in town 404 have had the fever, leaving 
1,816 subject to it. 

The large number who may yet catch the in- 
fection is a ttle disturbing, but every mode 
of preventing their getting it is tried. 

Provisions of all kinds are scarce and only 
one store where they can be obtained is open. 

The Howard Association has taken all provi- 
sions for Jackson which it could lay hands on, 
promising to pay for them. This appropria- 
tion of supplies by the association has incon- 
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convince the outside world that there will be 
no attempt made to conceal anything con- 
nected with epidemic diseases by the health 
authorities of Memphis. All that they ask is 
that no rumors or false reports be heeded. 
The true facts will always be promptly given. 
The city was never healthier than at present, 
and there are no reasons for thinking but 
what it will so contiziue.

Mr. George Rhodes of the Missouri! Amateur 
Atbietic Club was asked what he bad to say 
with reference to the discredit thrown dy 
Eastern critics on the time for the 100 yards, 
9 4-5 seconds, made by Victor E. Schifferstein 
at the recent championship meet, breaking 
the world’s amateur record. Mr. Rhodes 
made this statement for publication: 

„Lam glad you broached that subject, as it 
gives me an opportunity to express myself re- 
garding the correctness of the time. As was 
expected, the Eastern sporting journals are 
expressing doubts as to the correctness of the 
record. But did you ever see the East give the 
West credit for anything? The average 
Easterner bas about the same opionion of the 
West as our British cousin who comes out here 
with the expectation of hunting buffaloes and 
killing Indians in and around 8t. Louis. I 
never saw such a lot of narrow-minded and 
jealous people as some of these Eastern ath- 
detic editors are. They are dying with envy at 
the success of our late meeting. One questions 
the weight of the shot, another the distance, 
another the incompetency of the time-keep- 
ers and starters, eto., but the worst, and the 
man I am most disappointed with, is Curtis of 
the Spirit of the Times.
